THE WORK OF OUR OTREET Com. 
MISSIONERS. — Commissioner 
drews, under the supervision of the 
Street Committee from the Board of 
Aldermen, Messrs. J. C. R. Little, 
R. H. Jones and Jack Hamill and 
Stewart Ellison and Jones, col., has 
been busily at work sinee his induc- 
tion inte office on the 5th of May last. 
Within the three months that the 
thoroughfares of this city have been 
under the management of this Street 
Committee much decided improve- 
ment has been effected, and we are 
glad to see itis of that character which 


guarantees a permanency. Thecity — 


has effected an arrangement by which 
as much rock as may be needed for 
any purpose can be obtained from the 
State quarry, just east of the city, and 
several carts are kept busy hauling 
this rock, which in many cases is 
broken up and strewn upon our 
streets with a view of making a per- 
manent rock bed. Cabarrus street, 
from the Central Depot to layette- 
ville street, is being thus bedded, as 
this is one of the principal thorough- 
fares and in the winter time often be- 
comes quite bad, and it is intended to 
continue this work up [Iayetteville 
from Cabarrus and the streets in and 
around the Cotton Exchange, and 
wherever else it may be immediately 
needed. This will be found of great 
service during the winter season, and 
we hope the day is not distant when 
every inch of the 68 miles of streets 
in Raleigh will be thus partially ma- 
cadamized., 

At numberless intersections of 
streets and other places stone gutters 
have been substituted for wooden 
anda ride through the city 
developed but few places where work 
had not been done. 

But the principal work, aud what 
is at present costing the city heavily. 
is the fixing of the ugly place at the 
intersection of Lenoir and Blount 
streets, Which had been commenced 
by Commissioner Backalan, and 
which was absolutely necessary to 
tnake those streets at all passable; the 
culverting of the branch at the inter- 
sections of West and Johnston streets 
and the filling up of these streets at 
that place, which, when completed 
willveof great advantage to that 
portion of the city; the completion of 
the heayy culvert atthe intersection 
of Martin and Harrington sireets, 
and the building of culverts and 
dams on North street immediately at 
the entrance to Oakwood Cemetery: 
This latter work is greatly needed, 
and rock has been placed on the 
ground ready for the workmen when 
the work on the corner of Blount and 
Lenoir streets shall have been com- 
pleted. It is the intention of the 
Committee in every case to use rock 
instead of wood, which will make 
their work permanent, and they are 
determined that during their term of 
office the streets of Raleigh shall be 
placed in much better condition and 
at much less cost than under Radical 
rule, and we can safely say that under 
the present management this sub- 
stantial work will be done (and well 
done) ata great saving to the tax- 
payers of Raleigh over what it would 
have cost under the old rule. 

Commissioner Andrews under- 
stands his business, but to Aldermen 
Little, R. fF. Jones and Hamill will 
our people be greatly indebted for the 
close personal attention they are pay- 


ing to this work.

Hydropkobdia in Fruit.—Poisonous 
Peaches in India—A Wondertul 
Ceccurrence at Lucknow, 

Two native gardeners and a little 
boy having been suddenly seized 
withalarming spasms, accompanied 
by at the mouth, alter eat- 
a quantity peaches, the Englishman 
to whom the peach orchard belonged 
forthwith proceeded to analyze the 
fruit. ‘To his horror, the juice was 
found to contaln a considerable 
portion of poisonous virus, a diseov- 
ery which naturally led to close 
examination of the tree from which 
the fruit had been gathered. After in- 
specting the leaves, the branches, 
even the bark, with no scientific re- 
sults, one of the examining party 
suggested that the roots should be 
uncovered, This being done, the or- 
igin of the poison at once came to 
light. Being anxious to enrich the 
soilot the orchard, the gardeners had 
buried dead dogs under many of the 
trees including the one on which the 
deadly peaches had grown. Under 
its routs lay the carcass: of a defunct 
pariah, proved by appearances to have 
died of hydrophobia, After this dis- 
coyery there could be no doubt about 
the source from which the fruit de- 
rived its poisonous qualities. The 
virus of hpdrophobia bad first) im- 
pregnated the soil, next the sap of 
the tree, and subsequently transimit- 
ted itself to the fruit. Yetthe poison 
appears to have lost some of its pow- 
er in transit, since it is related that 
the three patients ‘*were successfully 
treated and all

Struck dead in a Twinkling.—De- 
plorable Effects of a Flash of 
Lightning from a Clear Sky. 


While the thunder-storm of yester- 
day afternoon was ragingata distance 
of apparently a couple of miles from 
this place, a singular fre:k of nature 
took place in the striking by light- 
ning of the depot, and the am 
and killing subsequently of J. HH. 
Boyer, the postmaster and black- 
smith of this place. At about 5 
o’vlock in the afternoon, at which 
time nota eloud obscured the sky 
overhead or stood between the sun 
and the town, a terrible flash of 
lightning, followed by a deafening 
peal of thunder, struck the wires of 
the telegraph office and set it on fire. 
The damage done to the telegraphie 
apparatus was most complete, the 
wires being torn to pieces and the 
different instruments being almost 
without exeeption distorted and 
broken and completely wrecked. 
Immediately after the stroke John 
H. Boyer, who was in his shop at 
the time, ran out in the street toward 
the depot, where some boys had 
been playing. He approached them 
rapidly and said, ““Why, boys, 
thought some of you had been 
struck. 1 was frightened on account 
of you.”” He evidently had it in his 
mind that the terrible shock might 
have frightened his family, as he 
started towards bis home immediate- 
lv. When within about fifty yards 
of the house, from the front window 
of which his wife was anxiously 
watching his approach, another vivid 
flash of lightuing dazzled the eyes of 
all, and ere the thunder had ceased 
rolling, the naked body of the un- 
fortunate man was seen to be lying 
prove upon the ground. A number 
of people, among them his wife, rush- 
ed to the spot, and so horrible was 
thesituation that it was not until he 
had been carried to the louse that a 
full appreciation was had of the terri- 
ble desth which nature had inflicted 
upon him. An examination of the 
body, from which every vestige of 
clothing, not excluding a pair of cows 
hide boots had been instantly torn, 
showed that the subtle and terribly 
fatel fiuid had first struck him on the 
top of his head, whence, though the 
skull was left apparently intact, the 
hair had been burned off for the space 
of the size of a silver dollar. Thence 
the fluid had run down the side of 
the face, as was shown by a clearly 
cut track, to the shoulder, and thence 
tothe heart, where it apparently 
spread ali over the whole body. 

The terrible power of the fluid was 
shown by the presence in the ground 
on the spot where the unfortunate 
man’s body had been picked up, of 
a hole eight feet deep by actual meas- 
urement. The clothing of the de- 
ceased Was found to have been shred- 
ded, and when first discovered was 
on tire, while the silver watch he 
carried had been driven into the 
ground, and when lifted up it was 
found that the works had been fused 
into a lump of shapeless metal. The 
scene at the house of the deceased, 
who leaves a wife and three children 
to mourn his loss, was painful beyond 
power of words to describe; and those 
who had been led to thespot through 
curiosity could notremain. The affair 
bas created the profoundest sensa- 
tion in the town, where the deceas- 
ed was both loved and respected by all 
who knew him in either publie or 
private life.

Abduction of a British Subject’ by 
Spanish Authority. | 

New York July 30.+A letter from 
St. Thomas says that the Spanish au- 
thorities at St John, Porto Rico, took 
off'a passenger named Lecis Venegas 
from the Britigh steamship Eider 
by force despite the t of the 
Captain, and it was reported that 
Venegas had been shot. It is said 
he had held a position in the Span- 
ish army and had absconded with 
publie funds. He Was en route from 
st. Thomas forfSan Domingo on the 
Eider, which put into Porto Rico 
when the Captain of the Eider refused 
to vive up Venegas. A Spanish gun 
boat took a position on front of her 
ready foraction. The Captain then 
said he was not prepared to resist 
force and had to surrender his pa:- 
senger under protest. It was also 
said Venegas was only a political ot 
tender. 


Cuban Affairs—‘uccess of the Pat- 
riots. 

New York, July 30—An Havana 
letter dated 24th says, a Neuvitas let- 
ter of June 25th says, ‘‘about 10 days 
ago large Spanish convoy left Puerto 
Principe for Gualmaro consisting 45 
ox-carts and 93 pack mules loaded 
with ammunition and provisions and 
a hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
in gold for the army at Cascorra and 
Gualmaro. The convoy was guarded 
by 500 soldiers under the command 
of Col. Huelches. It was suddenly 
attacked by rebels, eight hundred 
strong under command of Generals 
Garcia and Rooves and the whole 
force of guards and escort thrown in- 
to confusion and the convoy cap*ur- 
ed by the rebels. The loss of the 
Spanish troops was about 150 killed. 
Among the number was Col. Hueleh- 
es who wasin command. The rebel 
loss could no‘ be ascertained.
